4 Council Judiciary Committee Deprives | 


Alderman Fick’s Resolution of. 
Ita Effectiveness. 


Boxing in Chicago was given ober 
solar-plexus blow yesterday at a meeting 
of the Council Committee on Judiciary. 
Alderman. Fiék’s ordinance; designed to re- 
new boxing. was carefully deprived of its 
pro-boxing provisions and recommended for 
passage. His ordinance contemplated the 
repeal of Alderman Thompson’s Athletic 
committee ordinance and of 
Patterson’s anti-boxing resolutiona The 
part relating to Alderman Patterson's reso- 
lution was stricken out, but the repeal of the 
Thompson ordinance was left in. 

The ordinance, as recommended for pas- 
sage, reads as follows: 

“That an ordinance passed by the City 
Council of the City of Chicago on the first 
day of January, 1901, and printed on pages 
712 and 713 of the Council proceedings of said 
date, providing for the appointment of a 
Committee on Athletics and prescribing the 
duties of said committee, be and the same 
is hereby repealed and declared null and void 
and of no further effect.“ 

Boxing, if this committee’s recommenda- 
tion is favored by the Council, will be left 
just where it was when, after the McGovern- 
Gans fight of last December, Alderman Pat- 
terson had passed a series of resolutions 
condemning boxing and forbidding it and 
ordering the Mayor and Chief of Police not 
to allow any boxing or sparring matches. 
The action of the committee was unanimous.

CIVIL SERVICE IS EXTENDED. 


Positions Excepted by Order 
of May 29, 1899. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—President 
Roosevelt has issued an order amending the 
civil service regulations so as to return to 
the civil service a number of civilian places 
in the War department excepted by execu- 
tive order on May 29, 1899. The order is at 
the request of Secretary Root, and it affects 
about 1,600 persons in the quartermaster’s, 
medical, engineer, and engineer at large de- 
partments. 
Following are the positions now brought 
back into the civil service:

dam tender, assistant dam tender, helper, 
carpenter's helper, machinist’s Helper, quar- 
ry-master, blacksmith’s helper, climber barge 
master, recorder of vessels, trackman, gar- 
dener, assistant gardener, weigher.

CECILIA LOFTUS MAY SUCCEED 
ENGLISH ACTRESS. 


Who Has Been Sir Henry Irving’s 
Chief ‘Supporter for Twenty-three 
Years Will Leave Company at End 
of Present American Tour—Girl Who 
Was Vaudeville. Performer Named 
for Place. 


Miss Ellen Terry ts to retire from the stage 
at the conclusion of her present American 
tour with Sir Henry Irving, according to 
a report in New York which is said to be 
“authoritative.” The same authority has 
named Miss Cecilia Loftus as Miss Terry’s 
successor in the Irving company. 

Bram Stoker, Sir Henry Irving's manager, 
who is now in Philadelphia, yesterday re-

American tour was ended. 
One part of the New York report can be 
accepted without question. Miss Terry will 
not act in the revival of Faust at the 
Lyceum Theater in London next spring. 
That fact was definitely announced several 
months ago. Whether or not {t is the sole 
basis of the statement that Miss Terry will 


_ retire, permanently from Sir Henry Irving's 


company at the end of the season time will 
have to tell. 

The rumor, however, is plausible, which is 
not altogether the case with the assertion 
that Miss Cecilia Loftus has been chosen 
to play the role of Marguerite in Faust.“ 
Miss Te has been on the verge of retiring 
for several seasons. Her departure from the 
stage has been stated as an accomplished 
thing on two or three occasions in the last 
five years. Each time she has made the 
‘statements untruthful, but her friends have 
‘known that several of the rumors were 
founded on her own assertions. | 

It was thought she would not return to the 
Irving company after the actor’s long illness 
of three years ago. She came back to take 
a thankless part in Robespierre ’’ because 
she knew that Irving needed the added 
strength of her name. It was said she would 
not accompany him on his American tour of 
two years ago, but she did. In positive terms 
last spring it was said she would not come 
with him on the present American journey, 
but she is here. The situation has changed, 
however, in the two years. 


Not Needed in New Plays. 


After the tour is over the actor will not 
require her help in the plans he has in mind. 
A role like that of Marguerite is no longer 
within Miss Terry’s reach. Faust is to 
havea lang run. Afterwards either Becket ”’ 
will be revived or Sardou's new play, 
„Dante,“ produced, If Miss Terry cannot 
play Marguerite she cannot play Beatrice in 
Dante, and in Beckett she can be 
spared. So the opportunity for retirement 


will be present if Miss Terry seeks it. 


It may not be that Miss Terry has been 
told to select her successor, but her opinion 
would count for much. Miss Loftus never 
has been seen in Chicago except as an 
imitator, and if she ts worthy of such an 
opinion, it is on the strength of her achieve- 
ments of the present season in E. H. Sothern’s 
company. 

If Miss Terry is in truth to retire she will 
end an association of twenty-three years with 
Sir Henry Irving. She has been his chief 
ally ever since he became an independent 
manager, Oct. 15, 1878, when he took over 
the Lyceum Theater, London, from Colonel 
H. L. Bateman, and revived “‘ Hamlet.” Her 
Ophelia contributed largely to the prosperity 
which settled at once upon the new theatrical 
venture. 


Career of Miss Terry. 


If anything, the position of Miss Terry was 
N that of Irving at the time of 
their artistic union.

SULLIVAN TRIAL TO OPEN: | 
DISCLOSURES EXPECTED. 


Witness James J. Lynch May Be Com- 
pelled to Plead to Jury Bribing Charge 
- Before Going on the Stand. 


It is believed that the trial of Alexander 
Sullivan, the attorney, charged with con- 
spiring to prevent the trial of James J. Lynch, 
alleged jury briber, by keeping.the de- 
fendant out of the city, will be marked with 
many startling disclosures. It is believed 
that before taking the witness stand as Sul- 
livan’s accuser on the charge of bribery 
Lynch will be compelled to plead guilty, and 
tell of his own alleged operations as a jury 
briber. 

There is a portion of the indictment against 
Sullivan which digresses from the conspiracy 
charge and asserts that at the time of 
Lynch's appearance the State’s Attorney was 
investigating evidence which might have in- 
cluded Sulliivan with Lynch in operations 
similar to those charged against the former 
bailiff. 

That Sullivan’s attorneys will make strenu- 
ous efforts to prevent the introduction of any 
evidence of this portion of the indictment 
was foreshadowed when they asked Judge 
Smith elther to quash the indictment, be- 
cause of it, or to rule out any evidence on it 
at the trial. 

The case will be called today, and it is ex- 
pected that two days will be taken up in 
securing the jury. 

Three men were indicted with Sullivan. Of 
these Attorney Edward Maher and Detec- 
tive George P. Murray secured separate 
trials, and Frederick St. John was never ar- 
rested,

tective association. The association has un- 
dertaken to drive the winerooms out of the 
district bounded by Twenty-second and Thir- 
— streets, Wabash avenue and the 

ake. . 
Drive out the winerooms and propert 
values will increase 100 per cent,“ — Mr. 
Holmes yesterday. The association has pre- 
‘pared what its officials term an indictment of 
the winerooms, which is as follows: 

They are traps for pure, unwary girls. 

They induce young men to drink to ex- 
cess. Many young men enter these saloons 
at night and waste their money therein, 
merely because in those saloons they are 
entertained by the women. 

** Saloonkeepers retain young women and 
induce young men to drink, and the young 
women receive a commission on the Hquors 
sold young by them.

Winerooms create a demand for all- night 
saloons in residence districts. 

All-night saloon and winerooms in resi- 
dence districts reduce the value of real estate 
in residence districts. 


“The opening of one all-night saloon in 


a residence district leads to the keeping of 
all the saloons open all night in that dis- 
trict. The introduction of winerooms in one 
saloon causes winerooms to be opened in the 
other saloons in the vicinity. 

The brewery and liquor combinations are 
inducing saloonkeepers to introduce wine- 
rooms into their saloons and to keep their 
saloons open all night. These all-night sa- 
loons and winerooms increase the number 
of bribes offered to policemen. 

Faithful patrolmen and Lieutenants are 
transferred by the influence of saloon men 
and politicians because they will not wink at 
the violation of the law. 

“ Winerooms have been tolerated for so 
many years in Chicago that saloonkeepers 
have begun to feel that to have winerooms 
in their saloons is a vested right. The longer 
they are tolerated the more difficult it will be 
finally to have them removed.“

7 TAXATION IN FRANCE, 

The large and increasing deficit in the 
French revenues cat be met only by cutting 
down expenses or by imposing new taxes. 
The better plan of the two is to spend less, 
but that seems to be impracticable, It is 
hard for any government to retrench. It is 
peculiarly difficult for a democratic govern- 
ment to do so. Therefore, French legislators 
are seeking after something which is not 
now taxed, so as to squeéze some revenue 
out of it. It is agreed that existing taxes if 
raised will produce no more revenue. 

This search has resulted in the sugges- 
tion that taxes be levied on gardens, on 
books, and on furniture. It is proposed that 
a specific tax be levied on every piano and 
every wardrobe provided with a mirror. The

During the Napoleonic wars Englishmen 
were tated until the government took in 
one way or another nearly nine-tenths of 
their yearly earnings. Today when France 
has no war on hand it is taxed almost up 
to the point beyond which taxation cannot 
be carried without becoming destructive. 
Yet the voters of France, while objecting 
to new taxes, never protest against the mili- 
taty, naval, and other expenditures which 
leave no cheice between increased taxation 
and national bankruptcy. 


In the November Nineteenth Century Mr. 
G. Shaw-Lefevre, in an account of a visit 
to the Argentine Republic, discusses the 
prospects of British trade in that country. 
At present British capital and British busi- 
ness-men hold a position of great promi- 
nence, All the railways are owned and man- 
aged by British companies, and a large pro- 
portion of the tramways, telephone lines, 
and electric lighting concerns are in British 
hands. The banks and the loan companies 
are founded on British capital, and, finally, 
the resident British have established such 
a reputation for honesty and veracity that 
“ Palabra Inglesa is used commonly to in- 
dicate a promise which is sure to be fulfilled. 

Of late years, however, British interests 
have suffered serious reverses. The Ameri- 
cans have stolen the trade in wire fencing, 
steel windmills, electric machinery, and sev- 
eral other manufactüres of a similar kind, 
while the Germans have made some highly 
successful raids into the foreign commerce 
of the country. The Englishmen, mean- 
while, as Mr. Shaw-Lefevre complains, are 
still educated in public schools and universi- 
ties where they get little commercial train- 
ing, and come out to Argentina with no 
knowledge of any language but their own, 
with an impregnable contempt for “ foreign- 
ers,” and with a notion that “ life is largely 
to be devoted to games of cricket, football, 
golf, and polo.” :
